I  In  laying  before  the  Annual  General  Court  an  account  of 
:  their  proceedings  during  the  past  year,  it  gives  the  Directors 
I  pleasure  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  present  Asylum  remains 
;  in  a  prosperous  condition,  and  continues  to  be  the  means  of 
]  efficiently  fulfilling  the  calls  made  upon  it  in  the  treatment 
\  and  alleviation  of  the  patients. 

The  number  of  admissions  during  the  past  year  has  been 
:  considerably  above  the  average,  amounting  to  99  in  all;  the 
::  total  number  under  treatment  being  the  largest  that 
:  has  ever  been  in  the  Asylum  during  the  period  of  twelve 
j  months  since  the  Institution  was  opened  fifty-five  years  ago. 

C  The  increased  demand  for  accommodation  has  been  met  by 
j  appropriating  rooms  formerly  used  as  workshops,  and  fitting 
i:  them  up  as  dormitories.  In  this  manner  comfortable  and 
i  suitable  provision  has  been  made  without  leading  to  any 
,1  injurious  overcrowding  of  the  patients,  and  the  Directors 
hope  to  be  able  to  avoid  this  until  relief  will  be  afforded 
i  by  the  completion  of  the  New  Building. 
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In  last  year’s  Beport  it  was  mentioned  that  an  excellent 
site  for  the  New  Asylum,  commanding  a  beautiful  and 
extensive  view  of  the  Biver  Tay  and  surrounding  country, 
had  been  secured  by  the  purchase  of  nearly  100  acres  of 
ground  on  the  west  side  of  Dundee.  The  Directors  have 
since  been  engaged  in  preparing  the  plans  for  the  New 
Building;  a  Building  Committee,  consisting  of  the  ordinary 
Committee  and  six  other  Directors,  having  been  appointed. 
Messrs  Edwards  and  Bobertson  were  fixed  upon  as  Architects. 
Sketch  plans  were  submitted  to  the  Directors,  and  their 
general  principles  having  been  approved  of,  the  Building 
Committee,  along  with  the  Architects,  visited  the  most 
recently-erected  Asylums,  and,  taking  advantage  of  the 
latest  improvements,  these  are  now  being  embodied  in  the 
working  plans,  which  are  rapidly  approaching  completion. 
It  will  be  sufficient,  in  the  meantime,  to  state  that  the 
New  Asylum  will  consist  of  two  separate  Buildings :  one 
to  accommodate  80  patients  of  the  better  class,  and  the 
other  for  poorer  patients  to  the  extent  of  at  least  270. 
While  the  poorer  patients  will  thus  continue  to  benefit 
from  being  in  an  Institution  admitting  higher  class  patients, 
the  private  patients  will  have  secured  to  them  all  the 
advantages  of  a  private  residence. 

The  Directors  have  to  record,  with  feelings  of  deep 
regret,  the  death  of  Dr  Cocks,  who  during  the  long 
period  of  twenty  years,  with  the  greatest  zeal  and 
efficiency,  discharged  the  duties  of  Visiting  and  Consulting 
Physician  to  the  Institution.  Dr  Nimmo,  who  has  for 
many  years  taken  a  lively  interest  in  the  welfare  of 
the  Asylum,  was  elected  his  successor. 

It  will  be  observed  from  the  Medical  Beport,  that  on 
21st  June  last  there  were  207  patients  in  the  Asylum, 
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!  104  males  and  103  females,  while  at  present  there  are  221 
.patients,  99  having  been  admitted  during  the  year,  39 
having  recovered,  16  having  died,  12  having  been  removed 
to  the  Lunatic  Wards  of  Poorhouses,  10  to  other  Asylums, 
>i  and  8  improved. 

Notwithstanding  the  large  number  of  patients  who 
.  have  been  treated  during  the  year,  it  is  satisfactory  to 
g  learn  that  no  accident  or  untoward  event  has  occurred, 
a  circumstance  in  a  great  measure  to  be  attributed  to 
)  the  care  and  attention  which  continue  to  be  paid  by 
I  the  officials  and  servants  and  attendants  to  those  under 
|  their  care. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  report  that  this  year  the 
j  income  exceeds  the  expenditure  by  the  sum  of  £46  18s.  2d.

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The  following  twenty-six  parishes,  the  parishioners  of  which  have 
contributed  ,£20  or  more  to  the  funds  of  the  Asylum,  are  entitled  to 
have  their  pauper  patients  admitted  into  the  lowest  class,  and  are 
accordingly  charged  the  lowest  rate  of  board  ;  but  no  other  parish,  since 
1823,  can  claim  the  privilege.  The  parish  of  St.  Andrews  was  privileged 
in  1837,  and  the  parish  of  Kingsbarns  in  1852,  to  have  each  one  patient 
only  in  the  Asylum  at  the  lowest  rate  of  board.

The  Secretary  read  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Directors. 

The  Chairman  moved  that  the  Report  now  read  be  adopted  as  the 
56th  Report  of  the  Institution,  which  was  agreed  to. 

It  was  further  resolved  that  the  Report  be  circulated  along  with  the 
Medical  Report  and  the  Abstract  of  the  Income  and  Expenditure  for 
the  past  year. 


MEDICAL  DEPORT 


19tii  JUNE,  1876. 


At  the  date  of  last  Annual  Meeting  the  number  of  patients 
resident  in  the  Asylum  was  104  males  and  103  females;  total, 
207.  Of  these,  58,  namely,  29  males  and  29  females,  were 
private  patients,  and  149,  namely,  75  males  and  74  females, 
were  paupers. 

99  have  since  been  admitted,  of  whom  45  were  males  and 
54  females;  16  were  private  cases,  or  patients  the  expense  of 
whose  maintenance  was  defrayed  by  their  relatives  or  friends, 
and  83  were  pauper  patients,  received  from  the  parishes  of 
Dundee,  Coupar  Angus,  Lintrathen,  Liff  and  Benvie,  Monikie, 
Monifieth,  Mains  and  Strathmartine,  Kettins,  Brechin,  Tealing, 
and  Auchterhouse.  The  total  number  under  treatment  has 
therefore  been  306. 

Of  these,  39  have  been  discharged  recovered,  namely,  10 
males  and  29  females;  8  were  removed,  improved;  10  were 
transferred  to  other  Asylums,  chiefly  in  consequence  of  being 
pauper  patients  chargeable  to  parishes  not  in  Forfarshire  and 
not  privileged,  and  12  to  the  Lunatic  Wards  of  Poorliouses. 
16  patients  have  died,  of  whom  9  were  males  and  7  females. 
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The  percentage  of  recoveries  calculated  on  the  number 
admitted  is  therefore  39'39,  while  that  of  the  deaths  on  the 
whole  number  under  treatment  is  5*22. 

31  of  the  patients  admitted  were  found  to  be  suffering 
from  monomania,  23  from  mania,  16  from  dementia,  13  from 
melancholia,  6  from  idiocy,  5  from  general  paralysis,  3  from 
puerperal  mania,  and  2  from  chronic  mania. 

As  regards  the  physical  condition  of  these  patients  on 
admission,  only  51,  or  little  more  than  one-half,  were  in  good 
health;  11  were  in  a  weakly  and  indifferent  condition;  28 
were  frail,  6  frail  and  paralytic,  1  scrofulous,  and  2  extremely 
emaciated.  13  were  over  60  years  of  age;  the  ages  of  six  of 
them  being  67,  68,  69,  70,  71,  and  80  years  respectively. 

Several  patients  were  brought  to  the  Asylum  handcuffed 
or  otherwise  fastened  with  cords,  and  one  on  admission  was 
suffering  from  fractured  ribs,  but  recovered  satisfactorily  both 
physically  and  mentally.  A  female  patient  previous  to 
admission  had  thrown  herself  over  a  window ;  she,  fortunately, 
sustained  no  serious  injuries ;  but,  after  being  carried  up-stairs 
to  her  house,  succeeded  in  obtaining  and  swallowing  about  a 
gill  of  paraffin  oil.  Immediately  on  her  admission,  7  hours 
after  swallowing  the  oil,  an  emetic  was  administered  to  her, 
and  her  stomach  thoroughly  washed  out.  ISTo  bad  symptoms 
supervened,  and  she  is  now  progressing  favourably.  Four  of 
patients  admitted  were  received  from  the  Lunatic  Wards  of 
Poorhouses,  where  they  had  been  resident  for  periods  varying 
from  5  days  to  5  years.  They  had  all  been  previously  in  this 
Asylum,  and  were  sent  back  on  the  grounds  of  being  violent 
or  otherwise  unsuitable.  The  patient  thus  absent  from  the 
Asylum  for  the  shortest  period  was  subject  to  attacks  of 
recurrent  mania,  but  had  been  quiet  and  orderly  for  fully  a 
year  before  she  was  transferred.  The  mere  change  was,  how¬ 
ever,  sufficient  to  induce  a  recurrence  of  her  illness.  She  was 
at  once  re-admitted  into  the  Asylum,  and  in  a  few  days  settled 
down  into  her  former  state. 

Three  of  the  patients  admitted  were  cases  transferred 
from  Baldovan  Asylum,  in  consequence  of  having  exceeded 
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the  age  at  which  they  could  be  detained  in  that  Institution. 
It  is  to  be  regretted  that  any  necessity  should  have  existed  for 
their  removal;  for  experience  has  shown  that,  however  carefully 
such  cases  may  be  attended  to  in  a  lunatic  asylum,  they  never 
benefit  to  the  same  extent  as  they  do  in  establishments 
specially  set  apart  for  their  education  and  training. 

A  young  girl  of  sixteen  was  brought  to  the  Asylum  in  so 
exhausted  a  condition,  and  refusing  food  so  persistently,  that 
it  was  found  advisable  to  use  the  stomach  pump  to  administer 
nourishment.  This  is  the  first  time  that  it  has  been  found 
necessary  to  employ  this  mode  of  compulsory  alimentation  in 
this  Asylum  for  upwards  of  seventeen  years.  The  patient  above 
referred  to  now  assists  in  the  kitchen ;  is  strong,  healthy,  and 
robust.  No  patient  for  whom  application  was  made  has  been 
refused  admission. 

Of  the  patients  discharged  recovered,  four  had  been  under 
treatment  for  more  than  two  years  before  they  were  sufficiently 
well  to  justify  them  being  discharged. 

The  obituary  register  contains  16  entries,  referring  to  9 
male  and  7  female  patients.  In  three  cases  death  resulted 
from  paralysis,  in  three  from  senile  decay,  in  two  from  general 
paralysis,  in  two  from  epilepsy,  in  one  from  epilepsy  and 
phthisis,  in  one  from  phthisis  and  paralysis,  in  one  from  epilepsy 
and  hemiplegia,  in  one  from  heart  disease,  in  one  from 
pneumonia,  and  in  one  from  enteritis. 

Although,  considering  the  number  and  nature  of  the  cases 
which  were  under  treatment,  the  mortality  must  be  regarded 
as  very  low,  it  is  worthy  of  remark  that  a  considerable  pro¬ 
portion  were  patients  who  had  been  long  resident  in  the 
Asylum.  One  had  been  25,  one  29,  two  30,  and  one  39  years 
In  three  of  these  cases  old  age  was  the  cause  of  death,  the 
patients  reaching  the  ages  of  65,  69,  and  78  years;  whilst  in 
the  two  other  cases  death  was  the  result,  in  one  of  entertis 
and  in  the  other  of  epilepsy. 

Much  anxiety  has  been  occasioned  during  the  past  year  by 
the  determined,  and  often  prolonged,  attempts  at  self-destruction 
on  the  part  of  several  patients.  This  has  especially  been 


the  case  oil  the  female  side  of  the  Asylum,  and  has  in 
consequence  necessitated  the  constant  employment  of  two 
female  night  attendants.  It  is  satisfactory  however  to  be  able  to 
report  that  in  no  instance  have  these  attempts  led  to  serious 
results. 

The  treatment  pursued  during  the  past  year  has  been  the 
same  as  formerly  referred  to.  The  only  matter  worthy  of 
reference  is,  that  arrangements  have  been  made  to  test  the 
value  of  the  system  recently  recommended  by  Dr  Ponza,  of 
Alexandria,  of  treating  certain  forms  of  Insanity  by  the 
action  of  coloured  light.  The  following  extract  from  the 
British  Medical  Journal  will  explain  the  nature  and  theory 
of  these  investigations :  “  Dr  Ponza’s  experiments  consisted, 
in  the  abstract,  in  placing  his  patients  in  chambers  coloured 
red,  blue,  and  violet,  with  most  surprising  results.  In  the 
red  room  he  placed  a  melancholic  man  who  had  refused 
his  food,  but  who  three  hours  afterwards  was  found  lively  and 
hungry.  In  the  blue  chamber  he  placed  a  violent  lunatic,  who 
became  much  quieter  within  an  hour.  In  a  violet  room  he 
procured  equally  good  results.  Of  all  the  rays  of  the  spectrum, 
the  violet  are  those  which  possess  the  most  intense  electro¬ 
chemical  rays ;  the  red  are  richest  in  calorific  rays ;  whilst 
the  blue,  devoid  of  calorific,  chemical,  or  electric  rays,  are  in 
fact  the  negation  of  all  excitement,  and  are  most  useful  in 
calming  violent  accesses  of  fury.” 

Two  rooms  have  recently  been  fitted  up,  one  for  the 
admission  of  red,  and  the  other  of  blue  light.  On  two 
occasions  marked  diminution  of  excitement  was  found  to  result 
from  placing  a  patient  in  the  blue  chamber,  but  as  yet  the  cases 
submitted  to  treatment  have  been  too  few  to  warrant  a  more 
decided  opinion  being  given.  The  benefit  of  placing  certain 
patients  in  darkened  rooms,  and  thus  removing  them  from  all 
sources  of  excitement  and  irritation  has  been  long  known. 
It  is  not  improbable,  therefore,  that  similar,  if  not  more  marked 
benefit,  will  result  from  what  may  be  regarded  as  a  more  highly 
developed  and  more  scientific  application  of  this  fact. 

The  servants  and  attendants  continue  to  discharge  their 
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responsible  duties  in  a  satisfactory  manner;  and  it  is  with 
pleasure  that  it  falls  to  be  recorded  that  David  Soutar 
has  this  year  received  the  £5  usually  granted  by  the  Directors 
as  a  mark  of  their  appreciation  of  the  conduct  of  any 
attendant  or  servant  who  may  complete  their  twentieth  year 
continuous  service,  being  the  twelfth  person  who  has  been 
thus  rewarded  during  the  last  seventeen  years.

When  a  patient  is  admitted,  one  Quarter’s  Board  and  the  Physician’s  Fee, 
as  fixed  by  the  Directors,  shall  be  paid  in  advance  to  the  Resident 
Physician,  and  afterwards  in  advance  quarterly  to  the  Treasurer,  on  the  1st 
day  of  January,  the  1st  of  April,  the  1st  of  July,  and  the  1st  of  October. 
No  part  of  any  payment  in  advance,  except  in  the  cases  of  paupers,  shall  be 
returned,  except  in  special  cases  to  be  judged  of  by  the  Weekly  Committee  ; 
and  if  any  patients  who  have  been  removed  shall  return  to  the  Asylum,  they 
shall  be  admitted  in  the  'same  manner  as  if  they  had  never  been  in  the 
Asylum,  and  pay  accordingly.  If  not  removed  within  a  year,  the  above  fees 
to  be  repeated  annually  at  the  date  of  admission,  as  long  as  the  patient 
remains  in  the  House. 

JVo  Fees  are  paid  for  Paupers. 

The  Patient  shall  have  no  claim  to  remuneration  for  work  done  in  the  House.
